Pursuant to 37 CFR §§1 .97 and 1 .98, Applicant hereby brings to the 
attention of the United States Patent and Trademark Office, the enclosed items 
listed on the attached PTO/SB/08A Form. If any additional fees are required, 
please charge deposit account 08-0865. 

Two of the cited references are in Japanese and the relevance of each is 
as follows: 

JPP' 6-30528- This document shows a battery charge/discharge 
apparatus in which a plurality of battery charge/discharge apparatuses are 
arranged and controlled by a computer and a main object is to provide a 
monitoring system which can monitor whether or not each one of the newly 
produced batteries has a predetermined good charge/discharge characteristic as 
a battery to be sold and to remove a bad battery from the production line. 



This document shows that charge/discharge condition of each one of the 
battery charge/discharge apparatuses can be set by a computer so as to realize 
a battery producing line in which a plurality of different kinds of batteries can be 
controlled in one line in mixed condition, but it fails to show or suggest the 
technical feature of the present invention in that a plurality of information about 
the secondary batteries to be charged and about recommendable programs for 
charging the respective secondary batteries are stored in a suitable memory 
device and a charging operation for a selected secondary battery can be 
performed by selecting a suitable charging program from a list thereof stored in 
the memory device and showing the charging condition and the current charging 
situation on a display of the computer. 

JPP' 10-512378- This document discloses a charging system in which a 
secondary battery used in a mobile phone can be charged by a notebook type 
computer through a PCMC1 card. However, in this document, only one kind of 
secondary battery can be charged by the computer since the PCMC1 card is 
simply designed so as to have a specific charging program allowing the specific 
battery only to be charged.
